Tben began the crieto grow moſt grieuous in every part 
of the Towne, the mighty winde ill increaſing the furic of 
the inraged fier : here toode one man crying fo? help, theres 
nocher, another, and another : wzkaging their hands ans mg 
king great lamentationz moze and ms2e che number increw 
fed, inſomurch that the people were (s amazed, they knew wat 
which way ca turne, no2 where the moſt neeve was. «/ 

The fier increafed ſo faſt, grew ſo vebement, and{pjend 
far, that at laſt there was about 400 houſcs on fier « eate 
that enery mart was gladto ſhift fo2 himſcife, and ſonrrres 
he could to ſaue his owne life, but all in vaine, fo; be whichs- 
nen now reed tn hpe, his houſe Houle eſcaye chevannger; 
in the turning of n hand, had alfon fier abode bis eares, the 
winde beating the flambe intheir ſaces : all which canefll 
fo ſodenly, that there was naremedy to be hav fo2 the ſame. 

off dzeadfiill was che nopſe which was then heorde ins 
nery copner and freetofrhe Towne, womcu pitiouſly ſeres 
King, maydens bitterly erying, and chilvzen roaring ou of 
meaſnre, the mother running to ſave her child} en, the huſband 
ſoz the wife, neighboz, calling foz neighboz, friend, toz friewk;

Fo} fo ertreame, and outragious did the fier paſſe 
from honſe co houfe, there was no leking to ſauc their goods 
n9 way co pzeſerue them from deſtruction, fo2 all che Cloths 
the market, wares in their ſhops, goovs and houſhold Que, 
monep, plate, apparell and bedding, yea all was burne ad 
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eruſalem : flaſe, how deſolate firteth this towve, 
that ſomerime was full of people ? hew is ſhce become lyke n- 
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
